2,800.000 voters, he lodged the Social- \ 
ist pr6test against the "hunger du- 
ties." as he called tLc tariffs cm giain. , 
Herr Bebel said there were two na 
tions in the German state, the plun- j 
derers and the plundered. "The im- 
perial chancellor, Count Von Buelow, 
spoke for tne former; I am speaking 
for the latter. Fifteen per cent of the 
German people are engaged in agricul- 
ture. The chancellor said the remain- 
ing 85 per cent were engaged in other 
occupations, and that 52 per cent of 
ttiese latter were industrialists. 
The 


proposition of the government was to 
lay a tax of between 600,000,000 and 
700,000,000 marks on food in order to 
make more profitable the occupation 
of 15 per cent ot the people. Only one- 
ninth of the grain Is imported." 


Herr Bebel. inspired by the tempest- 


uous temper of the house, exclaimed. 
"This bill foments Insurrection. The 
chancellor aims to overturn social or- 
der. We shall do our utmost to send 
this bill to hades, and we only regret 
we can not send its authors and abet- 
tors there also." 


Baron Von Rheinhaben. The Prus- 


sian minister of finance, advised Herr 
Bebel that if the Socialist Democrats 
stirred up rebellion the government 
assured them they would reap a har- 
vest of broken heads. This was greet- 
ed with cheers on the Right and laugh- 
ter on the Left. 
Herr Moeller. tha ( 


minister of commerce, said he regard- 
ed the new tariff as an 
effective 


weapon in the hands of the govern- 
ment to force to a conclusion favor- 
able commercial treaties.

Von Arnim, another great 


agrarian leader, scornfully interrupted 
Herr Bebel while the latter was re- 
lating an incident of a 
Prussian 


schoolgirl who wanted to go to heaven 
because there was no hunger there 
Upon this occurrence the Socialist 
members of the reichstag rushed in a 
body toward the conservative side of 
thp chamber, shouting "order." Inter- 
ruptions of all sorts were then made.
